Douglas Park Ritchey passed away Feb. 17 at age 
75. He is survived by his daughters Michelle (lan Mc- 
Cullough), Barbara, and Samantha Beck. His brother 
Stan, good friend Judith Ritchey, and 11 grandchildren 
who affectionately called him FeF1. He is preceded 
in death by his parents Eugene and Ester, and brother 
Jerry.
